John B. Harlow Appointed Post- 
master of St. Louis To-Day. 


Bverybody Satisfied With the Se- 
lection of the President. 


A Long Delayed Settlement of a Bitter 
Fight—All the Candidates With Political 
Pulls Defeated—Congressmen Assent te 
the Cheice of the Executive Because 
There Is Nothing Else for Them to De— 
Early Congratulations Received Under 
Protest — The Appointee Has Ne Plans 
and Has Made No Piedges. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 15.—John B. 
Harlow's appointment as Postmaster in St. 
Louis was sent to the Senate this morning. 
Ithad been determined to nominate Mr. 
Harlow as Postmaster yesterday, but owing 
to an interruption from 


John B. Harlow. 

General Wanamaker, who had a 
small contest on his hands, the 
President was unable to complete other im- 
portant matters. Oongressman Frank and 
Kinsey had their say with the executive yes- 
terday, and assented to the selection of the 
President’s choice. 


Early Congratulations. 

Whilethere has been for the past forty-eight 
hours an almost certain knowledge among all 
persons interested in the Post-office appoint- 
ment that the President has decided to 
appoint John B Harlow to the position, a 
shade of uncertainty has caused much discus- 
sion. Mr. Harlow has tried to attend to his 
duties as Superintendent of mails as usual, 
but the prdtession of friends with congratuia- 
tions has been a serious bar to effective work. 

To all who have offered congra'‘ulations he 
hasshown that until the appointment has 
been sent to the Senate there was no certainty 
in it, and while proud of the numerous ex- 
pressions of gratification from men whose 
good opinion he values highly he would 


He was fearful that there might bea slip, which 
would de mortifying to himself and his 
friends after all that has been said. Feeling 
so he has positively refused to discass 

' FUTURE PLANS, 
or give serious thought to any feature of the 
work he willas Postmaster have to perform. 
This course has thus farrelieved him from the 
press of officé-seekers, and surely few dis- 
pensers of patronage ever approached office 
as little burdened with obligations as will Mr. 
Hariow. 

His reputation asathorough and practical 
believér in the platform of the Civil Service 
Reform Association has calmed the pulses of 
previously agitated clerks appointed under 
the Democratic regime. They haye not now 
that fear of removal aroused by rumors ol 
the appointment of professed politicians. 
Really, a postmaster with a decent 
regard for the civil service law 


has few appointments to make. The best of 
these are heads of departments, which of 
right should be his appointees inasmuch as 
he is responsible for their work, and all per- 
sons handling money, as he would be called 
upon to make good any losses through theft 
or carelessness on their part. 

Mr. Harlow will not be able to name his suc- 
cessor to the office of Superintendent of 
Mails. 

THE DIVISION OF MAILS 
while subject to the Postmaster in all mattars 
of discipline is controlled astothe appoint- 
ment of its head by the Railway Mall Service. 

To the Railway Mail Service is due nearly all 
the advance made in the methods of handling 
mails in the Post-office Department. This 
branch has been the progressive part of the 
Postal Service, and séventeen years ago its 
leadership was the cause of much jealousy in 
@ther branches. The clerks in the offices 
where large quantities of mall originated 
made no special effort to expedite the trans- 
mission of mails. Theyjsent matter forward 
when it was distributed, and they constantly 
feared that eventually all the distribution of 
mails would be done on the railways, and the 
divisions of mails in offices would then be 
abolished. 

This jealousy and friction was done away 
with by the appointment of trained railway 
mall service clerks to be superintendent of 
malls in the large cities. The best men in the 
service were selected for what was in 

THE CONDITION OF AFFAIRS 

at that time very delicate work. The superin- 
tendents were appointed by the Postmaster- 
General on the recommendation of the Super- 
intendent of the Rallway Mall Service. he 
theory has been that the Superintendent 
heid his position during good 1 or 
during the pleasure of the Postmaster - 
General. The office is without term. 
Mr. Harlow was appointed in 1873 
and has never been reappointed. The ap- 
pointment was not{ however, for life. A very 
determined effort was made to secure his re- 
moval onthe election of Mr. Oleveland to be 
President by applicants for the place, but his 
reputation was so good that the Postmaster- 
General refused to remove him. 

The friends of Mr. Harlow in Washington 
have been annoved by the circulation of re-

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HURRIED TO PRISON. — 


THE CONVICTED CRONIN MURDEREBS RE- 
MOVED TO JOLIET. 


A New Trial Granted Kunze, the Little 
German—Judge McConnell’s Statement 
—Demeanor of the Other Prisoners on 
Being Sentenced—The Trip Last Night 
to the State Prison. 


* 

CurIcaGo, III., Jan. 18. — Attorney Wing 
made the argument on the motion of the oon - 
victed Cronin murderers for a new trial yes - 
terday morning in Judge McConnell’s court. 
The Judge announced his opinion in a 
few words, stating that he had already 
come to a conciusion in regard to the matter. 
He said he thought the men had had a fair 
trial and that the jury had acted on the evi- 
dence. In regard to Kunze, the jury had no 
right to be more positive than the witnesses 
who had not positively ntified him. An- 


Other reason for believing in his innocence 
was because the murder had grown out ot 
Irish potitics and Kunze had no connection 
with such. He granted the application of 
Kuntze for a new trial. 

Kunze thanked the Judge for the conces- 
sion. The Court then asked if the other 
prisoners had anytbing to eay. ; 

There was a moment’s suspense, and then 
Big Dan Coughlin rose and said in firm, dis 
tinct tones: 

Tour Honor, I am innocent. Lwas con- 
victed by perjurers.’’ 

O’Sullivan’s turn came next and his voice 
trembied slightly as he said: 

‘*] have not much to say. I protest my in- 
nocence before God and man, and the time is 
not far distant when it will be shown. I was 
convicted by a prejudiced jury and perjured 
evidence. I do not ask for mercy. ask 
for justice. I have not had justice. 

Bourk stopped chewing gum long enough to 


Say: 

41 am innocent. I always knew that in 
England they allow perjurers to go on the 
stand and convict an innocent man but I never 
knew it was done in America.’’ 

A moment’s silence followed, and then the 
Court said: 

‘*Will the prisoners rise?“ 

The three men rose again, and the Court im- 
posed sentence ia the following words: 

„Following and confirming the verdict of 
the jury, the judgment of the Court is that you 
be taken to the penitentiary at Joliet and 
re confined for the ferm of your natural 
ives,’’ 

Coughlin and Bourk heard the words with- 
out losing the command of their feelings, but 
O’Sullivan’s lips quivered and his face had a 
worn, pinched expression. 

The defense were granted sixty days to file a 
bill of exceptions. It was announced that 
Lawyers Forrest, Donahoe and Wing nad been 
retained to take the case to the Supreme 
Court to the March term. 

Lawyer Forrest asked that the usual stay of 
execution until a supersedeas could be se- 
cured be granted, and by that request pre- 
cipitated a heated debate, the State’s Attor- 
ney protesting vigorously, and demanding 
that the prisoners be sent at once to Joliet. 

The Judge said he would consult with the 
other Judges whether to send the prisoners 
to the penitentiary at once or not. 

Kunze was then admitted to ball in the sum 
of $5,000. The State’s Attorney opposed the 
motion for bail, and subsequentiv contended 
for $20,000. Judge McOonnell, however, did 
not coincide, and explained that he would 
have discharged Kunze if there were no new 
evidence against him, Dut the State’s Attor- 
ney had informed him there was some. 

Judge Longnecker intimated that if they let 
Kunze stay in jailafew days he might con- 
clude not to bring him to trial at all, but let 
him go. He promised to let the Court and 
counsel know this week, and accordingly no 
effort will be made to get Kunze out on bail in 
the meantime. 

Last night Sheriff Mataon took the three 
prisoners to Joliet prison. The newspaper 
men were the only ones who knew that they 
were going away, so their friends were not at 
thé depot. They arrived safe at Joliet, where 
they were assigned to cells.

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Startling Expose of the Condition 
of the Midland Accident 
Insurance Co. 


Ite Affidavits of Paid-Up Capital 
Stock False and Fraudulent.

The Company, of Which Ex- Gov. T. T. Orit- 
tenden Is President, Proved by Insurance 
Commissioner Ellerbe to Be a Bubbie— 
Its Liabilities Are $15,000 and Its Assets 
Only a Lot of Bad becurities—Up te This 
Time It Has Been Discovered That 
$56,500 of the Capital Stock Sworn To as 
Paid In Has Never Been Paid—Its License 
Revoked— Who Is Responsible fer the 
Statements Filed? 


One of the biggest insurance frauds ever 
Drought to light in the State has just been dis- 
covered by the Insurance Department. The 
responsibility for it has not yet been placed. 
The name of the company isthe Midland Ac- 
cident Insurance Co. of Kansas City, and 
its President is ex-Gov,. Thomas

This morning the telegraph con- 
tained a brief announcement that the exami- 
nation into the company’s affairs had led the 
Insurance Commissioner to revoke its license 
todo business. Suspecting that behind this 
simple statement there was possibly a fraud 
of no little proportions, a PoOsT-DISPATCH re- 
porter called upon Mr. Alfred Carr, 
the former Insurance Commissioner, to 
obtain some information in re- 
gard to the company, its license baving been 
issued during his incumbency of the Insur- 
‘ance Commissioner’s office. Mr. Carr sald 
that he had seen the telegraphic snnounce- 
ment that the company’s heense had been re- 
voked, but he knew nothing of the cause. He 
suspected that. it might be due to 
the fact that they were unable to 
to operate on account of poor business. 
When asked whether he believed that the 
company had been solid, he said that all he 
knew was the representations that had been 
made in order that the license might 
be secured. The law required that 
any corporation applying for a ligense 
to do an insurance business must have a paid 
up capital stock of $100,000. The Midland Co. 
had certified to a capital stock, all paq up, of 
$125,000. Mr. Carr had not been satisfied, how- 
ever, with the sworn statements of the offi- 
cers, but had sent to the cashier of the 
National Exchange Bank of Kansas City, J. 

BS. Warden, for an affidavit that the money 
was on deposit tnere as sworn to by the of- 
ficersofthecompany. He received a sworn 
statement from Warden thatthe amount of 
the company’s capital stock was on deposit in 
the bank and he thereupon issued the license, 
all the provisions of the law haying been 
complied with. These affidavits, Mr. Carr 
said, wereon file in the Insurance Commis- 


sioner’s office and could be obtained. 
THK FRAUD BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 

A call was made at the Insurance Com- 
missioner’s office, and it was learned 
that Mr. Ellerbe, the Commissioner, had 
returned this morning from Kansas Oity, 
where he had been investigating the com- 
pany. When Mr. Ellerbe was seen and asked 
why he had decided to revoke the company’s 
charter, he said that he had done so because 
from a partial report made to him by his at- 
torneys and m his own examinations he 
had become convinced thatthe company was 
hopelessly insolvent. He was asked how this 
came about, and told the following story: 

„„The Midland Accident Insurance Co., he 
said. was organized in February, 1889. After 
the nécessary steps had been taken to secure 
ite charter it 4 asis required by law, 
for a license to do business under this * — 
ment. The then Superintendent, Mr. Alfred 
Carr, had ite charter examined, found that it 
was in compliance with the law, and 
that the company purported to have a 
paid up capital stock of $125,000. Before au - 
thorizing the Ker to do business Mr. 
Carr wrote to Mr. C. D. Lucas, the manager 
of the company, requesting sworn statements 
from the officers as to the amount of the cap- 
ital stock that had been paid in, and 
also an affidavit from the cashier of the 
bankin which it wason deposit, certifying 
to thatfact. He receiveda reply from Mr. 
Lucas inclosing those affidavits, and speakin 
very hopefully of the company’s prospects.’ 

Can lsee those affidavite?’’ asked the re- 

rter. 

They area matter of public record, an- 
swered Mr. Ellerbe, and he took the mout of 
his desk and handed them over. Copies were 
made of the affidavits and also of the letter 
from Mr. Lucas which accompanied them.

CAN BE IMPRISONED. 


The Court of Appeals Kemands a Lettery- 
Tioket Seller to the City Jail. 


The Court of Appeals has refused to deliver 
Samuel Alexander, the lottery-ticket vender, 
from the hands of the City Jail. Robert M. 
Goode applied tothe Courtof Appeals for a 
writ of habeas corpus for Alexander, saying he 


was unlawfully restrained of his liberty 
by Jailor Callhan. Alexander had been tried 
and found guilty of selling lottery tickets and 
was severely fined. He failed to pay the fine 
and was imprisoned. Mr. Goode claims the 
statutes do not give the power to the Court of 
Criminal Correction to throw a man In jail for 
failure to pay a fine the same court 
imposed. He held that the Legislature 
in passing the law of 1865, neglected or forgot 
to insert that clause, having fixed the penalty 
at ‘‘not more than $1,000.’’ Ifthe defendant 
was not worth the amountof the finethe 
court could not collect it nor could it bold the 
defendant and punish him in any way. 
The Court of Appeals took a different 
view of the matter and said that 
ifthe statute under which Alexander was 
convicted was faulty or not complete he 
could be reached bv the other statutes. A 
decision on the case is expected next Tuesday. 
Alexander was remanded to the custody of 
the jailer.

It 
has been in process of incubation since the 
election of Cleveland in 1884. The project has 
been nursed bythe whisky ring, fondled by 
the Standard Oil monopoly, and carefully dl 
rected by this certain railroad combination, 
and the securing of the Ohio Senatorship for 
Brice as the representative of this combina- 
tlon is one of the moves in the game.

A Partial Report of the Jail Indictments 
Madeto the Criminal Court This Morn- 
ing—How the Grand-Jury Is Clearing Up 
Its Table for the Big Undertaking Be- 
fore It. 


The January Grand-jury of the Criminal 
Court made a partial report this morning and 
returned a number of jail indictments. It is 
clearing the decks for action, and in a 
short time it will go into the inves- 
tigation of the boodle stories with which 
the names ofa number of Councilmen and 
members of the House of Delegates have been 
connected. Already there is evidence 
enough in the possession of the 
Circuit Attorney to indicts at least 
one, and enough is avallable to secure 
indictments against a number of others who 
have been deeply implicated inthe boodling. 
There will be no difficulty about indicting 
those men. There are documents which are

SUFFICIENT TO CONVICT 

and witnesses who will swear to actual trans- 
actions which have come within their own 
knowledge, All these matters will be pre- 
sented to the Grand - jury as soon as it has con- 
cluded the ather work before it, and that 
that work is partly completed is shown by the 
return of the following indictments: 

The January Gfand-jury rendered à partial 
report this morning. As yet no consideration 
has been made of any but jailcases. This 
docket was thoroughiy cleared. Forty-nine 
true bills were returned and six bills ignored. 
No cases of any serious importance have been 
reported on. 

ames Jones, alias James Freeman, is in- 
dicted for murder in the second degree, On 
November 11 Jones cut Wilmot McElroy with 
a knife, the blade of which penetrated Me- 
Elroy’s heart and caused instant death. Both 
men were colored and fought over a woman. 

William Stein is indicted for assault to do 
great bodily harm. Stein, on November 18, 
cut one Frank Kennedy with a razor. 

John King, alias Bond, and Albert Finch- 
man are indicted for fraud and Albert Fuich- 
man for attempted fraud.

Bauten is known in police circles as the 
‘*funeral thief ’’ He got this name through 
his manner of working, bis plan being 
to wait until the mem bers of a 
family had left a house vacant while away at 
the cemetery burying their dead. Then he 
would effect an entrance and carry away all 
portable efiects of any value. Over $200 in 
money and jewelry of the value of SI, 000 was 
recovered at the time of his arrest. 

Strecher was another wholesale thief. His 
woik was done principally during the day, 
bis plan being to eonceal himself in a house 
and robit while the mistress was in another 
part ot the house. He als» 

WORKED THE BOARDING- HOUSE 
racket with considerable success. Almost a 
wagonload of plunder was found in his rooms 
y his victims. Four cases are 
repogsged against him, three of which are for 
burglary, first degree, and one tor burglary 
in the second degree and larceny. 

Six cases were ignored. These are actions 
against Richard Wileon for murder in the 
second degree, Bud Doran for grand larceny, 
Robert Dougherty forassauitto «ill, Frank 
Hetzel for fraud and Renhold Thomas for bur- 
wlary in the second degree and larceny, M. 
McAvenney and Wiiliam Remmert for keeping 
a gambling house. 

Uson's case was a peculiar one. The de- 
fendant te a coal black negro, a cripple hav- 
ing lost one les in a steamboat accident. On 
August 12, 1888, he was the keeper of a craps 
game in the rear of a Levee barbershop. Fii- 
more Egan, a colored roustabout, quarreied 
with Wilson over 2cents, and Wilson had 
him put out. A few minutes later 
Egan returned with an open knife in his hand. 
Bystanders called to Wilson to look out. Wil- 
son told Egan to stand back but he continued 
to advance. Wilson then shot him in the 
head and he lived but a few hours. 

Five of the seven prisoners whose cases 
were ignored were inmates of the Jail, having 
been unable to secure the necessary amount 
ot bond. As soon as the report was returned 
Jailer Callaghan obtained an order from the 
court and released these men. 


FELLOW SERVANTS. 


A Decision by Judge Theyer on a Much 
Discussed Point. 


A new trial was granted the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad Co., defendant to an action brought 
by Joba Pike in the United States Circuit 
Court this morning. Pike was a watch- 
man at a bridge on the ©. 4 A. 
The track was being repaired and 
it was hig business to make frequent 


trips across the bridge to see that the track 
was in good condition. While making one of 
these trips he was caught on the bridge by a 
passenger locomotive and thrown a great 
digtance, so his petition states, and it also 
sets up permanent injuries as ground for a 
claim for damages. The jury found the 
facts to be as the plaintiff claimed, 
and gave damages in the sum of $4,500. Judge 
Thayer, in granting a new trial, disagrees 
with the jury as to the facts and rules on that 
ground. Hesaidto support the verdict of 
the jury would be to charge the engineer and 
firemen of the train with perjury. Tu 
testified that Pike was 

the bridge when struck, 

was sitting near track at 
the eastern end of the bridge and was struck 
by the locomotive’s bumpers. No marks, 
bruises or wounds were found on Pike’s body 
except his head. 

But the Judge, in hig opinion, discussed a 
more interesting question than the 
contest over facts. The rallway com- 
pany contended that Pike was not en- 
titled to recover even if negligence was shown 
on the part of the engineer, as the engineer 
and watchman were fellow-servants, and the 
company was not responsible for their negli- 
gence toward each other, Whether or no they 
were fellow-servants is discussed at some 
length. Judge Thayerfound no decision of 
the Supreme Court to guide 22 The 
Missou Supreme Court decided ina 
a case of 4a section boss run oye: in 
consequence of the negligence ot an engineer 
that the section boss and engineer re not 
fellow servants.

A Capias Issued for the Arrest of Joseph 
Diemel. 


CAICAGO, I., Jan. 15,—A capias for the ar- 
rest of Jos, Diemel was issued yesterday af- 
ternoon by Judges Gresham and Bunn, sitting 
together in the Federal Court, on the appli- 
cation of attorneys representing Jas. B. Ryer 
& Co. of New York, a creditor of R. Diemel 
Bros., for $14,991. No arrest was 
made. The  capias was issued in 
an action on the case of Ryer 


& Co. against N Diemel for $15,000 dam - 
ages. The dewiand was madeon an affidavit 
filed by Kkyer & Co., stating that November 
1, 1888, Jo-eph Diemel, as the agent of his 
firm, secured trom Ryer & Co. a line of credit 
for $15,000 and obtained . worth of goods 
on credit and for which the firm did not pay 
except by notes which have not been paid. 
Ryer & Co. said thatthe goods were obtained 
by fraudulent representations of Joseph 
Diemel that his firm’s assets were 
the liabilities only §$45,-

able. It was claimed that the information, as 
brought out by Attorney Mayer’s examination 
of the last two days, shows that this was a 
false statement, and Ryer & Co. claimed it 
was made for the purpose of getting the 82 
without paying for them. The goods, It was 
Claimed, were afterwards stored in ware- 
houses or sold 25 per cent less than their cost 
price. The Federal Court required Kyer & 
Co, to give bond in $380,000, while the bond of

We have discovered, Your Honor, said 
Attorney Mayer, that the insolvents, some 
time before the failure, took a number of 
pages from their ledger. Other pages with 
corresponding numbers were prepared and 
inserted in place of those removed 
These were smeared with coffee to give 
an appearance of age and use and were filed 
out so as to suit the exigencies of the case. 
We have the book-binder to testify that he 
replaced the pages removed by new ones.

them down. In soft coal the stock is also 
very light, and with a decided cold wave there 
would probably be an approach to a famine 
in twenty-four hours, as dealers have ordered 
Very sparingly on account of the demurrage 
charges of the Car Service Association.

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MR. BRADY GOT THERE. 


FREE BOOKS ADOPTED BY THE SCHOOL 
BOARD AT LAST NIGHT’S MEETING. 


The Programme Outlined in the ‘‘Post-Dis- 
patch” Carried Out Perfectly Thus far 
—The System to Be Inaugurated at the 
Opening ef the Next School Year—Row 
the Resolution Was Passed. 


Free books were adopted by the Schoo 
Board last night in accordance with the pro- 
gramme laid down by the Post-DIsPaToH. 
The majority report of the joint committee 
was handed in but it died an easy, painiess 
death. Then, as the Post-DIsPaTcH said he 
would, Macklin introduced a minority report 
in favor of free books. Nearly all the 
committees went back on their own 
report and supported the minority 
report which had been seconded by Brady. 
Free books were adopted by a vote of 16 to 5. 
The next thing to be done is for Brady to ful- 
filhis bond ana vote with the combine for re- 
organization. Notice of rgorganization will 
be given at the meeting next month, and the 
vote will betakenin March. If the combine 
hangs together the re-organization will be af- 
fected then, and the management of the 
schools will be in other hands. 


THE MEETING. 

Brady is the biggest mun in town to-day. 
After years of the most dogged persistence, 
he finally succeeded last night in scoringa 
victory in the School Board for his free books 
idea. His resolution was carried by a vote of 
16to5. The time set for the inauguration of 
the new system is the beginning of the next 
scholastic year. The resolution adopted was 
as follows: 

Whereas, It is the sense of the School Board 
ofthe city of St. Louis that free education 
should include not only free school-houses, 
free furniture and free tuition, but also free 
books; therefore, be it 5 

Resolved, That the School Board of the City 
of St. Louis will furnish books to be used by 
the pupils in the first, second,third and fourth 
grades inthe public schools free of charge; 
and be it further 

Resolved, Thatin order to reduce the ex- 
pense of furnishing free books to the mini- 
mum, that all pupils in the first four grades 
having in their possession the necessary 
books purchased before the adoption of this 
resolution be required to use the same until 
promotion to higher classes makes a change of 
books necessary. 

The opposition to the resolution was very 
weak. The principal objection urged was 
that the time was inopportune. Mr. 
Brady knocked out that objection by agreeing 
that the system should not be inaugurated 
until the beginning of the next school year. 

THE VOTE. 

The vote on the originul. resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Brady ata former meeting was 
bronght about by a minority report from Mr. 
Macklin on the Joint Committee of Ways and 
Means and Supplies’ action in inserting the 
clause, ‘‘When the finances of the board will 
a. Mr. Macklin’s minority report was 
n favor of the resolution without 
the proviso advocated by the major- 
ity. He insisted on its adoption; the 
President said that as it involved the expend- 
iture of money it would have to go tw the 
Ways and Means Committee. Mr. Macklin 
appealed from the ruling of the Chair and was 
sustained by a vote of 12 to 8. The minority 
report was then taken up on its merits. After 
a discussion in which only time worn objec- 
tions and no new ideas favorable to the prop- 
osition were brought out, Mr. Knight moved 
that the time for the inauguration of the free 
books system be definitely fixed and named 
the first school day in September. Mr. Mack- 
lin, on whose minority report the debate was 
upon, said: 

accept the amendment. Mr. 
Brady?’’ 

**Yes, I accept it, said Mr. Brady. 

After the amendment had been made a vote 
was taken on the resolution and resulted as 
follows:

The annual meeting of the Mercantile Libra- 
ry Association was held lastevening in the 
reading room of the library building on 
Broadway and Locust street. Mr. A. Carr 
presided and the secretaries chosen for the 
meeting were H. E. Pratt and Wm. Duanphee. 


After the reading of the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting the report of Treasurer Llon - 
berger was read. The receipts 
during the yoar were as follows: Perpetual 
memberships, $2,865; life memberships, $500; 
initiation fees, $478; proprietors in commercial 
business, $1,545; clerks, 787.50; ben- 
eficiaries, $3,228.50; total, $11,404. These 
are the membership receipts.

WEEPING AND WAILING. 


REV. DR. DOUGLASS’ SEVERE ARRAIGNMENT 
OF CANADIAN SOCIETY. 
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A-Sensational Speech Refore the White 
Cross Society at Montreal—Social Lead - 
ers and Public Officials Denounced—The 
Modern Drama Ceondemned—Hard Life 
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of the City Pastor in Canada. 


By Telegravh tothe POST-DISPATCH. 

MONTREAL, Jan. 15.—Soolety in this city and 
‘at Ottawa has been turned inside out by a sen- 
sational speech delivered here before the 
White Cross Society by Rev. Dr. Douglass, 
President of the Weslyan Methodist College. 
It was the most sweeping denunciatory ar- 
raignment of social leaders and public officials 
ever heard in Oanada. There were many 
ladies in the audience. After comparing Mon- 
treal with London, as desoribed by the editor 
of the Pall Mali Gazetie, he denounced the 
modern drama, Langtry in Camille“ and 
Patti in ‘‘La Traviata.’’ 

„Who is Oamille?’’ said he. An aban- 
doned woman, a social outcast. In the de- 
nouement of the play this social wreck is pre- 
sented in enamored dalliance with idle and 
reckless debauches. The drama is spiced 
with that infamy ofthe French language, the 
double entendre, full of all salacious sugges- 
tion, and then, vested in couleur de rose, we 
have the bitter finale of the so-called woman 
of pleasure in which the rubicund actress 
paints her face with white powder, arrays 
herself in white robes, reclines voluptuously 
on a couch, simulates the agonized 
gaspings of the consumptive, and in the 
Villain’s arms mimics the expiring groan— 
when lo, your dowager Duchesses of different 
parts of this city draw forth their perfumed 
handkerchiefs and wipe their weeping eyes 
over this burlesque of grim death itself. But 
thesesame Duchesses have no compassion, 
no tears for scores of Camilles that languish 
in the city hospitals. 

THE MODERN STAGE. 

It is time some should lift up their voices 
in our city against the influence of our 
modern stage, which Mrs. Kendal, the 
friend of our Queen, frankly admits 
is tainted from its center to its circumfer- 
ence, illustrated in herown playin our city. 
I impeach booksellers and news venders as 
at war with virtue. Look at the sons and 
daughters of most Christian families. What 
company do they keep? In the retirement of 
their room, in the silence of the midnight 
hour they companionate with the vagabonds 
and profligates and outcasts. Creations these, 
ofthe Braddons, the Ouidas and the Swin- 
burnes—all garnished with the splendor of 
descriptive diction, but still the product of 
the foulest minds of ourage. I impeach the 
moral sense of our city for its criminal indif- 
ference to the character ofits criminals, indif- 
erence tothe character of its public men. 


Look at the men that have been elected to our 
Couacil and civic chair. This city has elected 
men from whose homes virtue has fied, men 
who have sought to introduce the Ottoman 
seraglio into our country, men whose lives 
were a perpetual defiance ofthe seventh can- 
on of the decalogue. These men, whose im- 
morality is flared in the very face of heaven, 
have come forward again and again and have 
been elected and re-elected until it would 
seem as Vice itself in the city of Montreal were 
one of the credentials for high office. 

And look at the men that our City Council 
have appointed to official positions, com- 
panions of the fast, the dubious, the flashy; 
poker players set to catch gamblers; men in 
whose oftice isthe underground telegraph to 
signalize the bagnio when raids are to be 
made. Iimpeach some of the constituencies 
ofthe Dominion of an abnegation of moral 
discrimination in the representatives they 
have sentto Parliament. There are men at 
the very mention of whose names virtue 
biushes and modesty hides her head—men 
whose characters have been kicked around 
the hotels and the corridors of our houses of 
Parliament and then

olitical succcess as members or ministers, 

ut who bear on their foreheads the apocalyp- 
tic mark of the beast—lI teli these highly hon- 
orabie members whom it may concern, yes, 
and all rouah- handed, and hit them square 
between the eyes, when I teilthem that their 
example and record is pestilential. The time 
is at hand when the Sir Charles Dilkes and 
the Hughes-Halletts of Canadian politics must 
retire before the scorn and aroused conscience 
ofthe electors of this land. We strike the 
tocsin and sound the knell of 
their political damnation. I impeach the 
class of so-called society men as at 
war with the sancity of the fumily—the wasted 
scions of wealth, the degraded sons of nig- 
gard fathers, your men that arise at ll, pay 
morning calls at 8 and dine it and wine it and 
cigar it and gamble it and dissipate it, and 
then at the midnight hour march out of their 
club-houses—those heart-breakers of homes— 
Isay, out of their club-houses or elsewhere, 
and drive east into darkness. The society 
man will lie, be willswindle, be will cheat at 
cards, he will forge, he will defalcate, he will 
smile in the face of a man as friend while he is 
wrecking his domestic honor, and, as I have 
known, he will drink the very wine that 
charity has donated for his dying wife and fll 
the bottle with water. 

WORSE THAN PIRATES. 

Tell me ot the Buccaneers of the Spanish 
Main; tell me ot the very men that gambied 
for the seamless coat of the crucified son of 
God. Iwould sooner trust innocence in the 
hands ofany or all of these men than with 
your sleek, oleaginous and polished scoun-. 
drels that float about in society, one of whom, 
on Beaver Hall Hill, under God’s sunlight, in 
response tothe inquiry for a registry office, 
conduoted a poor country girl to portals in- 
fernal, where she was only saved by the 
warning and compassion of the keeper, 
who had more mercy than the 
gilded fiend. There was never a pirate 
who sailed on the high seas, 
whose ultimatum was to walk the plank, 
that could equal the cruelty of these gentry 
that infest our streets. Sometime ago I had 
in my employ a comely and devout girl. Re- 
turning from a visit to a friend one evening, 
she was accosted by what proved to be one 
of your mustached advocates, who, with 
satantio gallantry, sought to decoy her into 
one of your town restaurants, from which, 
thank Heaven, she was saved, as the poor 
bir from the snare of the fowler. And 
where is the villlan who has wrought this 
rulnaticn? where? Welcomed into the salons 
of St. Denis and Sherbrook streets, 
whisking around the daughters of wealth 
in the revolting proximities and the 
semi nude indelicacies of the waltz and polka, 
fascinating the feminine heart like as the in- 
dect is fascinated by the devouring flame.

MARY WASHINGTON’S TOMB. 


A Bitter Controversy Over the Ownership of 
the Ground. 


Rv Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Jan. 15.—The tomb 
of Mary Washington, mother of George Wash- 
ington, and the plot of groundin which lies 
her body were brought into a court contro- 
versy here yesterday. The history of the case 
is as follows: George W.Sheppherd, one of 
the wealthiest citizens of the town, a few 
years ago acquired by purchase from Dr. B. 8. 


Herndon for $250 the plot of ground on which 
stands the unfinished monument that was com- 
menced to mark the spot where lies the body 
of Mary, the mother of George Washington. 
Colbert & Kirt ley, real estate dealers, saw a 
chance for speculation and they at once 
sought to improve upon it. They now claim 
that Sheppherd executed to them a sixty-day 
option of the property forthe sum of $2,500. 
Some time in February last Colbert & Kirtley 
advertised the property for sale, to be sold in 
Washington, D. C., March5, the day follow- 
ing the inauguration of President Harrison. 
They appealed in the advertisement to 
the men of the nation to come forward 
and take an interest in the sale, as 
Congress had failed to make the necessary 
appropriation to complete the same, which 
has been begged at their hands for the last 
twenty years, whereupon the newspapers of 
the country, from ocean to ocean, appeared 
with articles protesting in the most indignant 
terms against the idea of selling the grave of 
Mary, the mother of Gen. George Wasbing- 
ington. The people of this city held a mass- 
meeting and passed resolutions denouncing 
the sale of the grave. In that mect- 
ing Mr. Shepphera participated as 
a conspicuous character, denoune- 
ing the action of Colbert & Kirtley. 
After the meeting Colbert & Kirtley made a 
tender of a sum of money to Mr. Sheppherd 
for the property and demanded from him a 
deed for the same, saying they had sold the 
property for $20,000. Mr. Sheppherd declined 
to execute the deed, whereupon Colbert & 
Kirtley instituted two suits against him, one 
for libel, claiming $10,000 damages, and one for 
breach of contract, claiming $20,000 damages. 
The libel case came up before Judge McLaugh- 
lin yesterday upon a demurer. 
The Judge took the papers and directed 
the Sergeant to summon the jury for to-day. 
Great doubt is apprehended as to whethera 
jury can be obtained in this city to sit in the 
cases, so great has been the feeling. The 
women of the city heida mass meeting Mon- 
day evening and adopted resolutions as to 
raising funds to purchase the disputed grave 
and complete the monument to Mary Wash- 
ington’s memory. The cases will probably 
last ten days or more.

CONGRESS WON'T RESIST 


DEMANDS FROM THEIR DISTRICTS THAT 
THE FAIR BE HELD IN 8T. LOUIS. 


A Batch of Correspondence That Will Prob- 
ably Prove Fatal to the Claims of the 
Rivals of St. Louis—A Wisely Conducted 
Campaign—What the Committees Have 
Been Doing. 


HILE the 

Washington 

Celegation has been 

busy at the national 

capital the members 

of the different 

Worla’s Fair com- 

mittees have not been 

idle in this city, but 

have been laying 

plans and carrying 

them into effect, which will have an excellent 

influence in bringing before the House of 

Representatives in the strongest possible 

light the advantages of St. Louis and tne 

influences that are being exerted in favor of 
this city. 

EFFECTIVE PROSELYTIZING. 

The Committee on State Action have been 
carefully collecting the indorsements that 
have been received from different cities, 
counties and Boards of Trade throughout the 
country, and will send the letters to Wash- 
ington to be shown to the Congressmen. 
These indorsements, while they will not be 
without their effect in the Senate, are ex- 
pected to prove particularly efficacious in the 
House, as the names appended to the indorse- 
ments are those of men of political influence in 
the sections from which they come. 
The manner in which this committee man- 
aged its affairs has not received the recogni- 
tion that it has deserved. As soon as it was 
appointed, the members set to work to map 
out the country in the most thorough manner, 
and to take steps to secure indorsemencs 
where they were most needed. Circulars 
were sent to every Board of Trade in the 
country, but where it was known that no 
support could be obtained no great efforts 
were made to influence the merchants in favor 
of St. Lonis. In States and Congressional 
Districts, however, where the feeling was either 


one of indifference, or one favorable to this 
city, the committee did not content itself with 
sending circulars, but the members wrote a 
large number of personal letters to those with 
whom they were acquainted and requested 
their support for the World’s Fair. 

A FRIENDLY ALLIANCE. 

From the first a close alliance was formed 
between the Committee on State Action and 
the Committee, on Foreign Correspondence, 
and both have worked in unison. The plan 
laid out was at follows: Not only were 
the city and county officers and 
those of the different boards of 
trade addressed in their official capacity, but 
St. Louis business men who had connections 
with the States, cities and towns thatthe 
committee desired to influence were pressed 
into the service, and asked to lend their aid. 
This they did most effectually, writ- 
ing letters to all their correspondents, 
setting forth the advantages that would re- 
sult to the section in question from the loca- 
tion of the World's Fair in St. Louis and ask- 
ing their co-operation. The effect of this 
method of campaigning has been most excel- 
lent. Where favorable replies have not at 
once been received the gentlemen addressed 
have stated the general feeling in the com- 
munity of which they were part, the infiu- 
ences that were operating against St. Louis 
and the methods by which these influences 
could be counteracted. 

A WELL-PLANNED CAMPAIGN. 

The members of the St. Louis committees 
thus had a complete canvass of the doubtful 
States and districts, made not by casual vis- 
itors, but by those who were thoroughly 
familiar with the feeling of the communities 
for which they spoke. Steps were at once 
taken to strengthen the weak points in the St. 
Louis case, and to bring those who were either 
lukewarm or in favor of other cities over to 
the right side. The arguments advanced have 
in the great majority of cases proved effectual, 
and the Washington delegation will ina few 
days be able to confront Congressmen with a 
list of indorsements from the leading men 
in their own districts which it 
will difficult if not impossible 
for them to resist. The feeling in favor of 
St. Louis in many States has been to a great 
extent created sincethe Christmas recess, 
and a large number of Congressmen who are 
not inclined to champion the cause of St. Louis 
— be found. on ita side when the vote is 
taken.

HOUSE BILL NO. 444. 


A NEW GAS-WORKS ORDINANCE INTRO- 
DUCED LAST NIGHT. 


Speculations as to the Object and Intent— 
Who Are the Incorperators—Gas for Fuel 
at Forty-five Cents a Thousand—Lights 
for Seventy-five Cents—The Bill as It Is 
at Present, 


There is a gas bill in the House of Delegates. 
It was introduced last night, and as aconse- 
quence of very recent,.experiences with gas 
matters, created no little interest among the 
members. With chargcteristic rapidity the 
House as individuals decided the bill a good 
one on general principles. 

There is at present more or less of mystery 
about the bill and there are several strange 
features in it. Who are the incorporators is 
one question which does not seem easy of 
answer. How are they going to make gas at 
the prices they mention in the blil when the 
prices are such as to strike terror into the soul 
of the gas men in power? What is the object 
of the bill? and other such questions 
are about. The guessers are at work trying 
to decide for themselves what is that bill for. 
Some even hint that it is another bluff at the 
Laclede with the purpose in the back ground 
of making the Dickie bird song. as Ed 
Butler put it. In some of ite teatures the 
bill is a good one, but much En- 
glish is wasted on agreements about 
how pipes shall be laid. In one section the 
incorporators condescendingly state that 
they will comply with existing city ordi- 
nances in the matter of laying pipes and 
making excavations. One of the incorpora- 
tors isa partner of J. Brooks Johnson of the 
Branham-Jobnson gas bill, and another is 
interested with him in some patent inven- 
tion. 

President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, says he does not see how they 
can build a plant and sell gas for 45 cents in 
the face of the opposition of the Laclede Co. 
The Dill is as follows: 


House bill No. 444, an ordinance granting to

grounds and spaces in and of said city, in- 
cluding any territory that may hereafter be 
added to i tke same, for the pur-

FAIR HAKVARD’S GROWTAH. 


Mere Than 2,000 Studentsea—What It Costs te 
Get a College Education at Cambridge. 


From the New York Sun. 
The Harvard University catalogue for the 
current academic year has just been issued. 
Between its crimson covers are more than 400 
pages crowded full of information about the 
various departments of the grand old univer 
sity. The facts and figures tell of a Harvard 


greater and fairer than ever before, and pre- 
sage a further steady development as one of 
the grandest of the world's educational insti- 
tutions. The changes since the last annual 
record was issued are chiefly personal and in 
the line of increased accessions of the flower 
of American youth within the walls of the 
academic departments. The number of stu- 
dents in ali departments has swelled te the 
imposing total of 2,079, and the great corps of 
instructors now pumbers 217, besides preach- 
ers, proctors, curators and other officers. 

The division of students is as follows: In 
the colleze—Seniors, 278; juniors, 244; sopho- 
mores, 282; freshmen, 328; special students, 
144; total, 1,271; inthe divinity school, 35; in 
the law school, 254; in the scientific school, 
65; in the medical school, 290; in the dental 
school, 35; Bussey Institution, 2; in the 
school of veterinary medicine, 20; in the 
graduate department, 107. 

The various appointments of the University 
are carefully detailed with especial reference 
to making clear not only the routine af col- 
lege life and the requirements of students in 
various departments, but the expense of 
obtaining a college education. An interest- 
ing table is given which exhibits four scales 
of annual expenditure, clothing, washing 
and the eXpenses of the long vacation not 
being included. The estimates are as fol- 
lows:

It is explained that the cost of board at the 
great dining hall of Memorial Hall, where 
meals are served at cost to such students as 
foin the association, will not exceed $4.25 a 
week. The Foxcroft Club, of a limited mem- 
bership of 100, boards its members at an ex- 
pense of $2.50 to $3.50 a week 

The faculty is evidently weil satisfied with 
the present method of regulating athletic 
— by means of a committee of members of 
the faculty, graduates of the college, and un- 
dergraduates. The regulations tramed — — 
committee now forbid the employment o n- 
authorized persons as trainers, and require 
intercollegiate aud other contests to be held 
at euch times and places as will cause least in- 
terference with study. No student is allowed 
to take part in athletic contests withouta 
physical examination by the Director ofthe 
gymnasium and his permission to do 80. No 
person who is not a student of some depart- 
mentof the university, in full and regular 
standing, is aliowed to take part in any 
athletic contest or exhibition. The com- 
mittee chooses its own officers and 
appoints a graduate treasurer, who ex- 
ercises supervision over the accounts 
of all athietic organizations usin uni- 
versity grounds or buildings. Additional 
facilities have recently been provided for 
athletic training. The recent gift of George 
W. Weld places at the disposition of the 
students a second boat- house intended chiefi 
for students not rowing in regular crews. It 
is about one-third of a mile from the college, 
and has accommodations for about three 
hundred students. The — hopes to make 
available eventually for athietic grounds a 
tract of about seventy acres of marsh land 
across the Charles River, about half a mile 
from the college, which was the gift of Henry 
W. Longfellow and some of his friends. 

There have been constant accessions to the 
funds provided for aiding students of limited 
resources, until the faculty is enabled to say 
that the experience of the past warrants the 
statement that good scholars of high charac- 
ter but slender means are very rarely obiiged 
to leave college for want of money. The re- 
sources of the college available for aiding stu- 
dents are endowed scholarships, beneficiary 
funds, and loan funds. Assoonas they have 
given proof of ability they can make private 
tutoring a source of considerabié income. 
Some students support themselves in part by 
writing for the public press; others by sing- 
ing or playing the organ in churebes. ans 
from private sources are not uncommon. This 
year the amount of ald which the college can 
assign to proper candidates will be about $45,- 
000. The scholarships which may be assigned 
to undergraduates number 125, yielding in the 
aggregate $29,590. The annual income ot the 
scholarships averages about $250.’’ The 
President and fellows have been enabled by 
the recent bequest of E. Price Greenleaf to 
appropriate about $12,000 annually to reduce 
the general expenses of undergraduates of 
small pecuniary ability. This fund will be 
distributed in sums of $150 to $250, not only 
to students who have already proved their 
merit, but to freshmen.

A RARE BIRTHDAY PARTY 


THE 100TH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION OF 
MARY ELIZABETH MOTT. 


Five Direct Generations Assembled to Do 
Honor to the Venerable Woman—Gray- 
Hatred Grandchildren Surround Her 
With Their Own Granchildren—Mrs. 
Mott’s Birth, Marriage and Life. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcn. 

New Tonk, Jan. 15.—A birthday party such 
as is seldom seen was gathered yesterday at 
the Mott homestead at New Hackensack, N. 
I., six miles back of Poughkeepsie. Five 
direct generations were assembled to do 
honor to Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Mott, widow of 
George B. Mott. She was born January 14, 
1790, thus rounding off yesterday a full oon - 
tury of life. Gray-haired grandchildren sur- 
rounded her, while their own grandcniidren 
prattled at her feet. Mrs. Mott’s 100th birth- 
day was celebrated atthe home of her son, 
Morgan T. Mott, whose famous stock farm at 
New Hackensack is known to lovers of horse 
flesh the country over. The venerable woman 
is still in possession of all ner faculties and 
greeted her descendants and guests witn feel- 
ings that the ‘‘boys’’ of 60 could not under 
stand. They cametosee herto the number 
of a hundred or more, and she held a recep- 
tion from 2o’clock inthe afternoon unt ls. 
She remembered and called by name relatives 
whom she had not seen for twenty years. She 
received the guests inthe handsome pariors 
of the house, which were literally banked with 
flowers. One large design bore the inscription 
**1790-1890,’’ and another noticeable piece con- 
sisted of a horseshoe of roses. Mrs. Mott sat 
in a chair over 100 years old, She was dressed 
in black silk and wore a lace cap which she 
wore inher younger days. Mrs. Mott was 
born in this city on Mulberry street, near 
Chatham, which at that time was one of the 
most aristocratic residence quarters in town. 
Her maiden name was Milton and her mother, 
Mary Cox, came of an old Knickbocker fam- 
ily. She has lived in or near New York City 
all her life. In 1808she was married to Geo. 
B. Mott, a widely known New Yorker, who 
held public office in his day. 

WASHINGTON HAD BEEN INAUGURATED 
but few months when she was born, so that 
her life bas been contemporary with the 
growth and development of the nation. The 
house in which the reception was held is even 
older than Mrs. Mott. It was built out of 
bricks brought from Holland in the good old 
days when solid logs were hewn into beams 
and timbers.

has been in three names only. Both Shoru and

Since Mr. Mott’s time pretty neariy all the 
most famous trotters in the country have 
been quartered, at least temporarily, in its 
barns, including the best of Commodore Van- 
Gerbiit’s and Robert Bonuer’s stock. Mr. 
Mott was hand and glove with the Commodore 
in turf matters. At times he has had as many 
as 100 horses on his farm, but of late years, 
on account of hig age, the number has been 
greatly reduced. Now there are twenty- 
eight. The celebrated stallion Independ- 
ent, sire of many speedy trotters, died 
only“ last week. He had belonged 
to Mr. Mott for many years. The old home- 
stead is a veritable storehouse of treasures of 
every description, Upon its walls hang many 
old and valuable Pane Among them is 
Stern’s portrait of Washington at the age of 
21, addressing the chiefs of the Six Nations. 
This painting was stolen from the artist when 
half completed and returned to him in Paris 
ten years later. He finished it there and 
afterwards sold it to Mr. Mott.

Morgan I. Mott is one of the foremost in the 
National Breeding Association and has been 
connected with every trotting association of 

rominence within a hundred miles of New 

(ork. He was one of the old ‘*Forty-niners,’’ 
and he wentto California as a partner with 
Dave Broderick, the man who was murdered 
by Judge Terry. Although only three years 
in California, he was Alderman and Acting 
Mayor of San Francisco for atime, was twice 
burned out of all his possessions, and still 
came back with a fortune. After his return 
he was for many years proprietor of the 
Hone House at Great Jones street and 
Broadway. At one time he was keeper of 
Blackwell’s Islaud and in 1854-56 was commis- 
sioner of street cleaning.

Then the cry was raised that 
Commissioner Mott cleaned the streets with 
affidavits.
